RESERVATIONS 

All reservations are confirmed upon receipt of 
$100=00 deposit per person. The price is based 
on double or triple occupancy. A single room is 
$90.00 additional. Children under 12 receive 
$50.00 deduction when rooming with parents. 
Reservations are on a first come, first served 
basis. 

ELIGIBILITY 

Only members of this organization who have 
been members for six months and their imme¬ 
diate families are eligible. 

PASSPORTS 

Each passenger must have a valid passport. A 
small pox vaccination within the last three 
years is recommended but not required. 

LUGGAGE 

Each person is allowed two pieces of luggage 
not to exceed 44 lbs. total. Carry on bags are 
accepted providing they fit under the seat. 
Soft pak luggage is not recommended. Air¬ 
lines will not insure it. 

INSURANCE 

Insurance for health, luggage and air fare re¬ 
funds is optional but recommended. Informa¬ 
tion will be sent to you upon receipt of your 
reservation. 

TIPS AND TAXES 

Baggage handling hotel taxes, tips to chamber- 
persons are included. Tips to guides, escorts and 
drivers are not included. 


CURRENCY 
Standard English currency is the pound. Our 
local representative will inform you of the pre¬ 
vailing exchange rate during your vacation. 

HOSPITALITY DESK 

A hospitality desk will be located in your hotel 
lobby, staffed by informative local guides. Op¬ 
tional tours available each day will be posted 
there as well as up to date information and de¬ 
parture times. 

PERSONAL CHARGES 

Personal items such as dry cleaning* laundry 
room service, telephone calls and any incidental 
charges are not included.
